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DETAILED ACTION 
Examiner's Amendment 

1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or

The application has been amended as follows: 

Claims 7-13, previously withdrawn from consideration for being drawn towards a non- 
elected invention, have been cancelled. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1 thru 6, and 14 are allowed. The references of record, either singularly or in 
combination, do not teach or suggest at least a circuit comprising: a camouflaged circuit 
structure, including: a first well of said first conductivity type; wherein said first well provides an 
electrical path between said first and second active regions regardless of any reasonable voltage 
applied to said circuit; the circuit further comprising a circuit structure having: a second well of 
the first conductivity type; wherein said first well and said second well have a same depth and a 
same doping. 

Regarding claim 6, the references of record, either singularly or in combination, do not 
teach or suggest at least a semiconductor circuit comprising: a substrate having a first well of a 
first conductivity type; and a plurality of wells of a second conductivity type being partially 
disposed under said at least two of said plurality of active regions, wherein said plurality of wells 
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of a second conductivity type are separated from said first well; the circuit further comprising: a 
second well of the first conductivity type; wherein said first well and said second well have a 
same depth and a same doping.
